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A KENTISH FLORIDA. 


From the “ECHO,” June 29th, 1894. 

Fifteen miles away from town, in a fold of the Kentish hills, well sheltered from the winds, is 
the ** Home of Flowers”—well named, for tlure the flowers are not merely displayed, hut bred and 
nursed. At divers exhibitions we had admired the marvellous productions that hail from Swanley, 
and had often wished to see their birthplace ; so, in the glorious sunshine of Monday we sped 
thither, and spent a couple of delightful hours, as the hospitable proprietor made in free of the 
place, and his son inducted us into its wonders. The explanations which young Mr. Cannell so 
good-naturedlv gave fell on unlearned ears, and we will not attempt to unveil the mysteries of 
cross-breeding and propagation by which such remarkable results are achieved, nor to describe the 
varieties of choice, yet unnamed, seedlings which we saw. Messrs. Cannell & Sons' catalogue will 
supply details to those who are curious. Let it suffice to say that, like everything else which is 
worth doing, the breeding of new varieties of plants must be done well, and implies much trouble, 
care, and judgment, and not a few disappointments. Out of 2,700 seedlings, if there are six showing 
improvement the breeder is thankful. It is hard to know where to begin to convey an impression 
of that miny-hued vision we saw at Swanley. Perhaps the Begonias are most in evidence just 
now. There are ‘200,000 of them in boxes, thumb pots, and cuttings, and regiments of matured 
plants in bloom, of nearly every hue and shade save blue. The principal aims in Begonia-rearing 
at Swanley are directness and free-blooming, directness being the overcoming of the tendency to 
droop. The expert knows which h rarest, but it would be hard to say which is fairest amid such 
varied beauty. If one inclines to give the palm to the rich crimson of Leopold Rothschild, the 
superb yellow of Miss Falconer catches the eye, and hesitation is born of the exquisite blending of 
the pink and orange of Mary Cornell; whilst the sweetness of the pure white Octavie appeals 
against the sulphur splendours of the Rev. LasceUes. and a moment later we sav, “Can anything be 
finer than those rich bronze-yellows, more magnificent than the rose-like flo wers of Rosebud?” Here 
are the Fuchsias, and among them one of the most remarkable sights that Swanley has to show to 
horticulturists—namely, a “sport” thrown off by a Fuchsia. The variety named Phenomenal, 
produced some years ago by Messrs. Cannell, has a purple corolla. One of the plants, not at 
Swanley, bore flowers with red and then with white corolla. The plant was re-purchased, 
and is being propagated. Wc believe that the throwing off a “sport” by a Fuchsia is 
almost unprecedented. Very lovely are the Ivy-leaf Geraniums—there are 40 varieties— 
and we noted unwonted colours among the Pelargoniums, purple, pinks, white centres with crimson 
edges, and the still stranger Bluebeard, but the most brilliant mass of colour just now at Swanley is 
yielded by the Canncts the orange and scarlet spikes of Kiiniyin Charlotte flame in contrast to the 
more subdued tones of the Duchess of York, powdered with minute crimson spots. Hard by are the 
Gloxinias with their deep bells of velvet texture. One rich crimson variety, the Beacon , had subtle 
tones and reflections, and an intensity which gave it a peculiar charm. Outside Kew, the Cacti at 
Swanley have no rivals. Every corner of the globe has been ransacked for specimens of the 
grotesque vegetable forms through which nature seems to have indulged in a quiet humour as 
a relief to her labours. There are the Old Man Cactus, with his grey poll, the Candle 'Free. Aloes. 
Agaves, Prickly Pears, and last hut not least the crowns of the Resurrection Plant, which rolls itself 
up into a tuft ball and is blown and rolled from one side of the vast desert to the other, waiting for 
the rainy season : it immediately then becomes green, roots into the sand, and remains a verdant 
green until the hot season sets in again and hundreds of sp3cies of which we know not the names, 
smooth, thorny, stiff, or trailing, some tiny ones, cushion-shaped and reticulated with exquisite 
patterns as if the dairies had been making pillow lace ; and among them are the mysterious night 
flowers, that dIooui for a few hours in the darkness once only—weird, uncanny members of the 
floral kingdom, shunning the society of their kind. One opened its great snn-fike petals receutly, 
hut it requires careful watching not to miss them, for they bloom sometimes earlier than appearances 
indicate. Through the rockery, with its Saxifragas and Alpine growths, we come to the aquatic 
garden, a series of three tanks connected with each other, and devoted to the cultivation of the rarer 
water plants like Nymphcea rosea. Why are water gardens not more general among us ? The want 
of water may be the cause in some cases, but not in most. They have a charm which is certainly 
not exceeded by lawn, parterre, or shrubbery. We had intended to say something about the vellow 
Arnm Lillies—there will be pink ones soon at Swanley—and the general aspect of the gardens, with 
their tall hedges of copper Beech—nipped like much else, including, alas! the Strawberries, by the 
May frost. But we must renounce the task. We have lifted the corner of the veil. Perhaps the 
glimpse afforded will serve to convey some idea of the floral wealth hidden in the hollow below

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HOW TO MANAGE PLANTS, ROOTED CUTTINGS, AND 
SEEDLINGS SENT BY POST.

7ITHERE’persons have the convenience and sufficient experience for nursing small plants, and 
enjoy seeing"them grow, we strongly recommend their having them sent by post, as every 
care is taken to grow them in such a temperature, &c., that there is no risk about their doing well 
with a small amount of ordinary care, if the appended instructions are carefully followed. 

It must be remembered that plants are like voting children; they must be carefully looked after, 
fed, clothed, and trained in the way they should go, and a little common sense exercised to ascertain 
their requirements, and to guard against enemies. And should they be forgotten, and get with others 
of bad character, it is surprising how quickly they will partake of the same habits and disease, and 
will soon die in sorrow and disgrace. A sweet-smelling hot-bed rather on the decline is preferable, 
with the heat at about 05 degrees. When you receive a box of rooted cuttings or plants, immerse 
them in water at the same temperature from one to two hours. When they are all refreshed, proceed 
to pot them into small pots, using nice, warm, sandy soil. See that the roots are separated and 
spread naturally out in the soil without injuring them, pressing the soil firmly. Place them in the 
frame, keep them shut close for a few days, be careful of damp, and admit air as they get established. 
Let them be slightly dried each day, but do not allow them to flag from too much air or sun. And if 
a person possesses a stove, or even a warm greenhouse, there is no more difficulty in getting them to 
grow under an air-tight hand-glass or wooden box with the top covered with glass, than those of 
their own striking or raising.

,T is well known throughout the whole floral world that our strain is in every way different and 
far ahead of all others—habits altogether dwarfer, flowers larger, with greater brilliancy, and 

more distinct colours. As we have before said, in character 
they are very much like a potato. In winter place the 
tubers on the top of small pots, three parts full of soil, in 
some warm, dry, light corner of the greenhouse, so that 
they may be examined even* week : and if they are found 
to be at all mouldy, they must be dusted immediately with 
sulphur. Out of this hairy-like tuber, as spring approaches, 
a small red bud will show forth from the centre : then repot 
into a good, rich, light peaty soil, just leaving the bud 
visible, and in about a fortnight leaves will begin to unfold, 
and another fortnight, in a nice warm, moist temperature 
of 60°, blooms will be showing ; and a month after this let 
the plants be shifted into 5 or 6 -inch pots. In a month or 
six weeks the pots will be filled with roots, and if large 
plants are wanted, shift into a 7 or 8 -inch pot, for deep, 
good firm potting, as per engraving, which it fully 
illustrates. Be sure that there are no green fly ; if so, the 
buds will drop off, but it is very seldom that insects attack 
them. Be very particular never to allow them to become 
dry; if so, they are injured for the season, and during hot. 
dry weather, give two waterings, and they will grow and 
bloom amazingly. Shade during the summer, but admit plenty of air and light—light is one of 
the great things — just shaded from the 6 un, only kept near the glass ; no syringing, bnt occasionally 
a good drenching with rain water from a coarse rose : avoid dust and cold draughts, administer weak 
liquid manure, and keep them growing as long as possible. Our Real Manure is unquestionably the 
best; if this is not at hand, diluted cow or horse manure. When the plants show signs of decay, 
lay the pots on their sides in some dry place, in December, shake away all soil, and place the tubers on 
the top of soil in the pots before mentioned. A house can be kept in a blaze of bloom all the summer 
with Begonias, and all the winter and the remaining parts of the year with Zonal Pelargoniums, 
either of which only require the treatment any intelligent man can give them. Attention is the 
great thing. 



Seed Sowing and Seedling Raising. — First fill a pot or pan half full of some substance to 
make it porous for drainage, then cover over with moss, or something similar, to make a separation, 
and then fill to within a quarter of an inch from the top of light, fine-sifted soil, previously charred 
or burnt, so much the better, so as to kill all animal and vegetable life; press down level, and on it 
sprinkle the seed: place over this the smallest coating of the very finest cocoa-nut fibre and sea sand 
or soil, just so as to support the seed in their places. Keep in total darkness, with paper or glass over 
the top, in a temperature of 60° to 70°; as soon as they show signs of life above the soil gradually 
expose, and as soon as they have roots a quarter of an inch long, loosen round carefully, make small 
holes in similar-prepared soil in small pots. They are too small for manipulation ; in fact, they must 
not be handled. Have a wine-glass of water, dip a pencil in it (use it as a dibber), and by this means 
these small seedlings will hang to it, and can be easily placed into the hole previously made for them, 
gently press down, and place in a similar temperature for a few days afterwards; gradually expose and 
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red rice from 60° to 50°, and keep near the glass. The son, after February, must not be allowed to 
shine long on Begonias under glass, as they dislike extreme heat, sun, and cold ; they delight in. and 
must be kept at, a medinm temperature.

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r PnE early snowdrop appeals to our affection as an earnest 
1 of the coming spring, but the Chrysanthemum cheers 
us amid the chill gloom of incoming winter, and 
remains with us almost until the flowers of the new year 
peep forth timidly. It is no coy weakling moreover. 
Generous and free, it lights up the humblest cottage 
garden as it. makes gorgeous the most carefully-tended 
conservatory. Although a winter flower, it affords a wealth 
of colour unrivalled, and when we only believe in the sun 
through faith it preserves for ns the hues of a glorious 
summer sunset. Japanese gardeners cultivated “ the golden 
flower’’ with enthusiasm long before we did, but we have 
beaten them at their own game. We had only forty varieties 
in 1832 ; now they are legion. “I do not think Japan has 
anything new to offer us : we have ransacked it,” said Mr. 
Canncll. the other day. We were in that wonderful hollow 
at Swariley. well named the “ Home of Flowers.” Perhaps 
nowhere eke in the world can oi.e feast one’s eyes so well 
on that multiplicity of Protean forms and bewildering hues 
j which this cousin of the. ox-eye daisy and corn-marigold has 
assumed under cultivation. Wild, tangled Medusa heads, 
tiny, symmetrical button-like pompons, florets twisted and 
thread-like, loose and flowing ribbons, formal, close-set 
, quills, broad, curled, and hyacinthine, hirsute and barbed, 
in colour more diverse than their forms, bear witness to the 
astonishingly varied development which distinguishes the 
most eccentric of flowers. Here, too, are the small spidery 
blooms ladies delight to honour by wearing in their corsage. 
Among these, the Chrysanthemum of the year is Mrs. R. 
standard. Filkins, just over from Japan, with forked florets of a full 

_ — _J yellow. Another novelty is the delicate Centaurca, and 

here is h lkshorn with its strange florets resembling a stag’s antlers. This spidery variety, in addition 
to its refined beauty, has the advantage of bloom ng profusely, and it lasts far into the winter. Of a 
different order are Kentish White , one of the com ng flowers of next year; Madame Lucien Ckaure, 
of a tender fawn colour; M. Panckoucke , a deep yellow; and AJachar , a rich orange. An 
astonishing mob-head of tanuled threads is well named Good Gracious: and another remarkable 
flower is John Runyan, of anemone form, with a great cushion centre. The Pride of Swan fey , a 
seedling of this year, is a lovely creamy bloom ; Leviathan has the inner side of its florets a deep 
rose and the reverse a silvery white; Sir Walter Raleigh is silvery and lilac; Primrose League 
sulphur with a white centre, and Florence Davis white with a greenish centre. The Princess of 
Woles is an incurved Chinese variety. A noble flower is the great snowy mass beauty of Exmouth, 
and a singular one is a bronze bloom with a Japanese name. Oue of Messrs. Cannells’ triumphs 
here is an old favourite, the superb deep-toned Ed>rin Molyneux. and the great mauve bloom Etoile 
de Lyov, for both of which Chrysanthemum lovers are indebted to Mr. Cannell. What new 
surprises are in store next ve^r among the multitude of seedlings ranged in pots round the houses no 
one knows, but if the Blue Chrysanthemum ever beco es a fact it will probably make its first 
appearance at Swanley.- THE ECHO, 29th Nov., Ib94.

are a dirty class oF plants, and always infested with fly, but when they are so, it is nearly 
alwavs because they have been starved and confined in an unfavourable, dry atmosphere, 
and often placed next to some other infected plant. When seedlings or young plants are potted, place 
in a close frame for three or four days until they recover, and afterwards expose during the months 
of September and October to all favourable weather, and even during the night with as cold a tem¬ 
perature as possible, just excluding the frost, and, as soon as the pots are filled with roots, supply 
with liquid manure, and at all times well surround with a moist, airy atmosphere. This family of 
plants should he the king of the greenhouse all through the spring, for really we know of no plant so 
easily grown as the Cineraria, and very seldom we find it necessary to fumigate until just before they 
are coming into flower. (For other particulars, see Seed List.)

plant them out when the first warm nights in June arrive, well stake them as they grow, and 
cover the ground with four inches of stable manure, watering them overhead every day, or 
oftener if the weather be very dry, and thinning the lateral shoots out in the case of medium 
growers, but those with large flowers less, supplying the plants when making their flower buds 

with a soaking of liquid manure, besides washing them overhead every night to keep thrip

CULTURAL DIRECTIONS. 

FOR EXHIBITION PURPOSES.—Select an open situation. In October, trench the soil 2 feet deep; use a 
liberal supply of old hot-bed or cow-manure, well mixed with the soil. Commence planting the first week in 
March, and at intervale. Plant in beds of three rows, placing the bulbs one foot apart and 4 incheB deep. Stake 
as soon as the plants are sufficiently high, and mulch over the ground with half-rotted manure. As eoon ae the 
plants show bloom, stimulants are beneficial for the full development of the flowers; for this purpose, use our 
Real Manure once a week. 

FOR FLOWER GARDEN DECORATION.—Plant during March and April in borders, in clumps of three or 
five, at intervals of 4 or 6 feet, between Standard Roses, Dahlias, Ac., or in masses in the centre of large beds, or 
between Rhododendrons, Azaleas, Ac. 

The bulbs should be taken up as soon as the leaves begin to fade ; gradually dry them, clean them, put thorn 
into a paper bag, and place out of the reach of the fro6t.

Several 100-feet houses 
are filled with Pelargoniums always in 
flower, and many are so grand in the 
winter that they are unrecognisable j 
even by the raiser; in fact, no other 
flower—not even the Bose—can for a 
moment be compared with our stand of 
trusses, many of the pips measuring 
2 to 3 inches over, and as round as 
the engraving, and in some instances I 
better. This may appear incredible, 
but whoever questions this are respect- ; 
fully invited to Swanley, no matter 
the season. To keep plants in good 
blooming condition throughout the 
year, all that is necessary is to keep 
two or three sets potted,say in March, 
July, and September, in good rich soil, 
with a plentiful supply of water, taking 
out the points of all strong-growing 
shoots, thus throwing the whole 
strength into the truss. 

We are glad to say that immense 
strides continue to be made in this 
class.
